Re:  Garrett  Coin  Collection 

Mr.  Getschel  of  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  called  on  Wednesday, 
March  23rd,  and  asked  if  we  had  any  objection  to  his  moving  the  coins  from  the 
Safe  Deposit  to  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  at  Calvert  and  Baltimore  Streets, 
provided  the  coins  were  removed  intact,  i.  e.,  without  opening  the  boxes, 

I mentioned  t • Getschel  that  Mr.  Wade  had  called  and  asked  us  to 


supervise  the  moving  coins  but  at  that  time  the  vault  was  not  prepared  to 
receive  them.  It  is  now  my  understanding  that  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Com- 
pany is  taking  the  responsibility  of  moving  these  coins.  I told  him  I had  no 
objection  since  it  is  being  done  by  professional  movers  and  that  the  total 
collection  is  protected  up  to  $1,000,000  under  their  bond. 

Dr.  Freeman  and  I will,  however,  go  down  to  the  Mercantile  Trust  Com- 
pany the  first  of  next  week,  be  introduced  to  the  new  vault  manager,  locate 
the  coins  and  satisfy  ourselves  that  they  have  all  been  relocated.  Mrs.  Hoff- 
mann will  arrange  the  appointment.
